The fish and gathe commission:

ate Interim Fish and Game com- 
mittee at its meeting in Los An- 
geles last Friday. Without any 
previous indication, the commis- 


sion voted to put. its previously’ 


adopted, reorganization plans for 
the division of fish and game into 
immediate effect. 

As we interpret the plans, about 
all they do is establish a general 


manager and branch managers in. 


charge of regional offices which 
are scheduled to be in Fresno, 
Rédding, Sacramento, San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles. 

At the last session of the legis- 
lature, the senate introduced a 
reorganization plan which failed 
to make the grade, mainly because 
of its last minute presentation, 

As a result, the commission de- 
vised its own plans and adopted 
them last June but the senate fish 
and game committee blocked the 
idea on the basis that another bill 
would be introduced at the forth- 
coming session of the legislature. 

The main point of contention 
between the two groups is wheth- 
er or not the commission should 
be vested with administrative 
powers or be only a policy making 
body. The senate hold to the 
latter with administration being 
placed in the hands of a so-called 
general manager or wildlife ad- 


ministrator.

California still ranks among the 
big ten in the sale of hunting li- 
censes by states. For the 1950 
fiscal. year, the nation-wide total 
number of hunting licenses sold 
was 12,626,539 with Michigan 
topping the list with 1,031,035. 
Following this were Pennsylvania, 
New York, Ohio, Illinois and then 
California ‘with 497,212. . Includ- 
ed in this latter figure is approxi- 
mately 360,000 deer hunters and 
160,000 pheasant hunters as indi- 
cated from the deer and pheasant 
tags sold. California has more 
duck hunters than any state with 
168,950. 

The fish and game commission 
heard several hundred ideas for 
fish and game regulations at its 
meeting last Friday. No-spec- 
tacular or extraordinary proposal 
was made except for night cat- 
fishing in the Sacramento River. 
Cattle and sheep interests made a 
strong plea to have the bear placed

Those big Sequoia trees which 
go under the official title of 
“Sequoia gigantea,’’ which means 
gigantic Sequoia are supposed to 
have been discovered in Califor- 
nia in 1847, by Stephen 
licher, an Austrian botanist and 
dendrologist, or plant and tree 
expert.
